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THE MACKAY TREATY [GNORED.

Mr. Epwagrp 8. Lirrze, writing to our 
Shanghai contemporary, says: “T make 
here formally the charge against the Chinese 
Government that it hae not only failed to 
carry out fully any single important clause 
of the Mackay Treaty, but that China is 
actively opposing in essential particulars 
both its spirit and letter.” Similar state- 
ments in the London Times led to 
interpolations in Parliament, when EARL 
Percr stated, accordivg to Reuter, that 
the Government were not in receipt of 
information to support such statements. 
This unfortunate reply has been seized upon 
- as an admission of ignorance. Whether 
the Government is ignorant, or indifferent, 
or both—and plenty of China-landers these 
things do steadtastly assert—Mr. E. S. 
Lirtiz says sufficient to show that the 
government has no business to be ignorant. 
If anyone will mention any clause of the 
famous treaty of 1902-3 that is now actually 
in full operation, Mr. LirTue says he will be 
happy to acknowledge his error. It is 
scarcely necessary to run through the sixteen 
clauses and as many sub-sections of the 
supplementary commercial treaty before 
replying to such @ suggestion, He would 
be a bold man who would claim that any 
foreign agreement with China is or ever 
bas been “in full operation.” The first 
article, relating to the obtaining of Draw- 
back Certificates from the Imperial Customs, 
ig the one most nearly approaching the 
atandard of satisfaction. China has cer- 
tainly taken no steps to “ provide a uniform 
national coinage,” and latest reports are 
that the authorities are strangely reluctant 
even to think about the promise contained 
in Article Two. If they are doing anything 
at all, it must be in deliberate and violent 
opposition to their pledge, for ‘‘coins of 
all sorts and conditions from some sixty 
mints are being constantly multiplied and 
debased, and to such an extent that 
financial crisis is one of the probabilities of 
the future. Instead of one national coinage 
there are now dozens. The Government is 
robbing the people and debasing — its 
coinage.” With regard to China’s solemn 
engagements in respect of mining fights 
and regulations, we have written too re- 
cently on the subject. to warrant repetition ; 
but we may note that Mr. Lrrrur is at 
one with us in declaring that China has 
taken every step possible to make mining 
hy foreigners impossible. He says: “I 
have myself seen an official proclamation 
giving a Chinese comprny permission to 
mines but containing a clause that the 

rmit would be forfeited if any foreigners 
‘vere admitted to the company and for- 
bidding the employment of foreign 
capital even in the nature of a loan.” 
Regulations were published, and a trans- 
Jation of them was specially made for 
the “Directory and Chronicle ;’ but it 
ig unnecessary to say that those regulations 
were very far from being of a sort ‘to 
attract foreign as well as Chinese capital” 
[vide “Article Nine]. The pity of it is 
that should acceptably revised regulations 
ever be forthcoming, they may be too 
late. The concluding words of the Artcle 
clearly show that the new'rules will not 
be retrospective, and in the meantime, 
aweeping concessions have been granted 
right and left: by the provincial authorities. 
Mr. Lirrrie’s view isthat comparison of 
promise and performance in this matter, 
reveals an insult. ‘ China has gone out of 
her way to insult, the Treaty Powerg” By 
far the greater portion of the treaty is 
devoted to taxation ; and here we cannot 


do better than to quote Mr. E, 8, Litre 
once more. He says: 

“ All kinds of improvements were promised, 
Sir James Mackay was confident the Chinese 
Government meant to institute reforms. 1 
venture to affirm that Chinese taxation is now 
worse than it has ever been. Since the Mackay 
Treaty has‘ been signed things have gone from 
bad to worse, taxation has increased and foreign 
goods are not respected as they formerly were. 
Transit pass.s are often utterly ignored aod 
goods taxed by likin officials quite regardless of 
the extra payment of the half duty. Employés 
of British firms are arrested, imprisoned, and 
fined and redress is difficult or impossible to 
ebtain. British Consular archives. if opened 
to the public, would disclose many instances in 
proof of this assertion. Let the Government 
make the Tientsin Treaty effective and we 
shall be much better off than now.” 

All these things are not easily concealed, 
and we cannot believe the British Cabinet 
to be so ignorant as, say, Ean Percy. We 
cannot think that the word ‘‘indifferent ”’ is 
apt, either ; and must fall back upon some 
theory that China is a political bogie at 
Downing Street; and that in order to 
enjoy the peace and quiet of a laissez aller 
or maskes policy, they are willing to 
sacrifice their few business compatriots who 
have been waving the Union Jack for them 
in these parts. 


AUSTRALIAN COTLON.

(Daily Press, 3rd May.) 

The present position and prospects of 
cotton cultivation in the Northern 
Territory of South Australia is the subject 
of a long report by Mr. Joun Borromuey, 
of Palmerston, for acopy of which we are 
indebted to the Minister for that Territory. 
Along with the report appears a coloured 
map of the world’s “cotton belt,” which 
shows large areas on the north and east of 
the island continent devoted to experimental 
culture. We fear that the colouring has 
not been very carefully done, for surely it 
‘a incorrect to describe the whole of China, 
barring a narrow strip bordering on Tibet, 
as devoted only to ‘“ experimental” cotton 
growing ? However, the report is of more 
importance ; and its opeuing words are well 
calculated to emphasise the value of the 
effurts of those who are endeavouring to 
make a plant of cotton grow where none 
grew before. At the present day, Mr. 
Borromusy reminds us, cotton occupies 
more attention in the commercial world 
than any other product. It is certainly 
now the most impartant fibre which enters 
into the commercial life of the textile in- 
dustry; and there is probably no texture 
more universally worn than cotton. “So 
long as its price, relative to that of other 
fibres, remains as at present, there seems to 
be no limit to its production and con- 
sumption.” During recent years consump- 
tion has always equalled production, and if 
one be increasing faster than the other, that 
one is consumption. Supply will never 
overtake demand until the production is 
enormously increased, “Japan consumes 
practically the whole of the Chinese crop, 
which amounts to thirty-six million pounds.” 
Obviously it was wrong to-indicate China as 
a merely experimental farm. Southern 
America, which exports two thirds of its 
crop, has some millions of bales more to 
dispose of than it had in 1903. But this 
increased production of the raw material, 
supposing that it were likely to continue 
over several seasons, does not take awa 
the “object and occupation of the British 
Cotton Growing Association. It was not 
only the temporary shortage of raw cotton 
that called that body into existence three 
years ago, but the recognition of the fact 
that American mills are becoming more 


numerous, and promising to utilise an ever 
increasing proportion of the American 
grown fibre, In these parts of Australis. 
that lie within the cotton belt (roughly 
forty degrees each side of the equator) we 
are told that “there is unquestionably a 
considerable area suitable as regards soil 
and climate, and large enough to provide: 
for the present requirements of the British 
cotton industry. Queensland cotton was 
grown in steadily increasing bulk until. 
the subsidy was withdrawn, and then 
stopped. There was a temporary revival 
in 1890-97, due to fresh government in- 


_ducements ; but the real value of the two 


experiments lay in the proof that marketable 
cotton could be grown, and in the experience 
gained as to the most suitable soils. The 
chief obstacle still in the way of extensive 
Australian cotton culture is to be found in 
the restrictions sgainst the importation of 
cheap labour. Mr, Borromirr does not, 
therefore, expect the Queensland farmers, 
under present couditions to regard cotton _ 
as more than an adjunct crop, for small 
five to ten acre plots, unless the Government 
cares to grant a bonus or to fix a minimum 
price. ‘The same factors will influence the 
entei prise in the northern territories where 
it is now being encouraged, with, in 
additisn, the question of transport. There 
ig here an indigenous cotton which yields, 
“even in its wild or semi-cultivated atate,” 
fitre of a fairly good quality; aud he 
recommends initial experiments with this 
rather than with foreign varieties, Tong 
stapled varieties of forciga cotton have, 
however, been successfully acclimatised at 
Palmerston. ‘Along the northern coast, the 
Commissioner found a great deal of land 
“admirably alapted for cotton culture,” 
the conditions being all that could be 
desired. December, during the summer 
rains, would be the proper time for planting, 
the ripening beginning in May and June, 
wien it is always cool and dry up there. 
The population of this Northern Territory 
is composed of 900 Europeans and 2,700 
Asi:tics, mostly employed In mining, pearl- 
ing, and cattle raising. Whites get a 
minimum of eight shillings a day, the Asiatics 
from five to seven shillings. Cheaper 
lnbour is necessary. “1 therefore respect- 
fully suggest to-your Government that the 
Federal Parliament be asked to sanction 
the introduction of Indiaus—fellow-subjects 
of the Crown—to a portion of the Northern 
Territory, under such restrictions as are 
euforeed in the importation of coloured 
labour for-pearl-shell fishing.” It is quite 
pathetic to follow Commissioner BortroMLEY 
in his further pleading, that these Indians 
“could be confined solely to growing cotton 
and such other tropical products in which 
it ig itn possible to employ European labour.” 
Pathetic, because we know how unreasonably 
deaf to all such guarantees are those affli 

by the bogie of coloured competition. We 
would greatly like to see such @ development 
take place, and its success (given cheap 
jabour) would be largely assured by the 
absence of the hurried picking frequently 
necessary in America, by the absence of 
insect pests, and by the presence of such an 
adjacent market for tho staple as is Japan, 
importing £7,000,000 worth annually.

RUSSIAN CREDIT.

Most people will continue to cling to 


“ the evidence of their senses,” and main- 


tain that Japanese credit is superlutively 
goud because the whole world is rushing to 


buy her paper, and that Russian t is 
bal a aes even with onerous terms Russia 
is finding difficulty in raising a new loan.

M. Rovrkowsky, financial agent of the 
Russian Government, is a witness whose 
evidence tends to ‘make ua tired,” as the 
American would say. He a'leges that there 
is a tbree-year-old English conspiracy to 
wreck Russian credit, “for political reasons.” 
The immediate criticism that suggests itself 


is that three years is a very short time to 
allow the Tondon papers to lower Russia’s 
credit to its present most attenuated form. 


“There are millions of families in Europe 
who have iftvested the savings of their whole 
lifetime in Russian securities, and to whom the 
sale in a panic would mean ruin. It is criminal, 
says M. Rovurxowsxy, to at'empt to bring 


ruip to such people by mis-statemeats and mis- 
representations.’ 


As we mut admit that we, in common 
with n great many other journals, have 
published the statements and representations 
to which this Russiwn fiuancier prefixes 
a “mis,” it is due to our journalistic 
conscience to examine the precise degree 
of our criminality. We have done our 
best in the direction, and find that we bave 
little with which to reproach ourselves, It 
is true we were guilty of scepticism with 
regard to Russia's gold reserve ; and hasten 
now to express our belief that it does 
exist. That it happeus to be a horrow- 
ed one, however, is a fact which, at 
the risk of further crime, we would 
point out for the benefit of the 
“millions of families in Europe.” If the 
resulting panic causes them to sell out at a 
loss, we cauuot help it. Even in that case, 
we should regard the saying ‘ better late 
than never’’ as being applicable. It may 
he going too fur to say that Russia is already 
insolvent; but we have noticed that in the 
case of individual examinations in bank- 
ruptcy, the evidence is wont to have a 


retrospective colouring. A London financier 
makes this handsome admission :—‘ Given 


conditions of peace in the Far East, and 


the necessary social reforms at home, there 
seems no renson—even making all allowance 
for war expenditure—why the economic 
position of Russia should not shortly 
become such as certainly to cause no appre- 
hensions to hulilers of the securities of that 
country.” There was always a chance for 
the scriptural Paaraow, but he was, it is 
alleged, subsequently drowned in the Red 
Sea. The proper circumstances were not 
“given, which makes all the differeuce ; 
and up to uow, there is a redness about 
Qussia’s sea of trouble which does not help 
us to a greater hope for her. M. Rourkowsky 
invites us to consider the official figures, 
agsuring us that we will discover in succcs- 
sive Russian Budgets huge surpluses. In 
the last Russian Budget there is an item of 
Roubles 14,838,638 without which the 
expenditure would greatly overshadow the 
revenue. That item is entered as “ From the 
resources of the Treasury.” The Russian 
Treasury Js undoubtedly resourceful, but 
our English methods of book-keeping 
would not permit an entry like that. How 
was that balance drawn; was it borrowed; 
or was it melted down from the. gold 
bricks now open for public exhibition? 
M. Rovutrkowsky points out that the 
British National Debt is much larger, 
and that it involves much greater 
annual expenditure for interest and 
-sinking fund. This drawing of red 
herrings across the trail cannot revive 
Russian credit much. The vital difference 
between the Russian and British debts it 
that the former is external and the lattes 
internal, In our case, we owe it to our- 
selves ; it is in the family; and we do nor 
worry over a good investment. Russia 
does not worry much either, apparently, 
leaving that-entirely to her foreign credi- 
tors. But in the matter of credit, Japan

admittedly scores one of her greatest vic- 
tories over Russia. Her books are open 
and aboveboard; there are no credit 
balances “from the résources of the Trea- 
sury.”’ We know now that Japan does not 
need all the money she is borrowing; but 
owing to the eagerness with which her 


securities are competed for, and the disap- 
pointment shown when there were not 
enough to go round, her astute officials 
considered it politic to inspire good feeling 
by deigning to accept the proffered gold. 
We read that. “Reuter’s Agency is 
authoritatively informed with reference 
to the new loan, that it will be the, 
policy of the Japanese Government 
to do all in their power to release 
the proceeds of the issue as rapidly as practic- 
able, and, generally. to cause as little incon- 
venience as possible in the money market. It 
is well known that the Japanese Government 


acted in the same manner in the caso of the 
last two loans.’’ 


RUSSIA’S DESPERAIE GAMBLE. 


‘(Daily Press, 5th May.) 

The persistent manner in which the 
Russian Government, during the negotiations 
which preceded the outbreak of hostilities, 
worked for a warlike in place of n peaceful 
solution of the questions at issue has been 
the subject of mach speculation ; but recent 
events may possibly place Russia’s action 
in new and more comprehensible light. 
The general opinion has been that Russia 
made the common mistake of underestimat- 
ing her opponents and that she was persuaded 
that Great Britain would not adhere to 
the promised - alliance with Japan, should 
hostilities actually take place. That these 
views influenced her to a con-iderable extent 
is highly probable but events which have 
since tuken place suggest another solution 
to the problem. Itis quite possible that 
Russia was induced in no small degree to 


enter upon the war from a consideration of 
the internal state of the cuuntry—much in 


the same way as the Franco-German war 
was incurred by Napoleon III. The dis- 
conteut which culminated in the recent 
outbreaks liad been long existent, and must 
have been well-known to the Russian 
Government. When a country is in such 
a state, a2 war is sometimes « means of 
consolidating it and so averting internal 
disturbance. It at least. supplies something 
fur the public mind to dwell upon ; and if 
it is successful at the outset may have the 
effect of averting revolution. Such was the 
state of France before the outbreak of the 
war with Germany, and there is no question 
that the hope of avoiding internal conflict 
largely influenced the late Emperor Napoleon 
in entering npon what proved to be so dis- 
astrous acampaigu, A resort to such heroic 
measures is, however, always a very venture- 
some step ; and it demands much more than 
ordinary statesmanship to estimate what 
may be the result. If the discontent is only 
on the surface a war may have the effect of 


drawing the people together but, on the 
other hand, if such discontent is deep seated 


precisely the opposite effect will be produced, 
especially if the operations in the Field fail 
at the outset in being successful. Looked 
at in the light of what has since happened, 
it is indeed surprising tRat disturbances in 
Russia did not arise at s much earlier 
date. There must all along have been 
an undercurrent of ill feeling, which cannot 
fail to have hampered operations to a consi- 
derable extent, and the marvel is that with 
the dissatisfaction generally existing io 
Russia, there were not outbreaks at an 
earlier stage. From first to last the war for 
her was a series of disasters, but she always 
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returned to the fray, pene instigated to 
do so in some degree by the cartaiaty that 
giving in would be the signal for an out- 
break on the part of the people. Allalong, 
therefore, it was a case of going “ double or 
quits” in this respect. Every new defeat 
added to the difficulties, and there can be 


no doubt that the fall of Port Arthur which 
would appeal to the popular imagination 
had the effect of combining all the elements 
of discontent, and bringing matters to a 
head in the so-called ‘‘strikes.”’ If it was 
the idea of the Russian Government that a 
war would enable them to stem the tide of 
rebellion which their misgovernment had 
brought about they failed in precisely the 
same way 3 many others, who had adopted 
a similar policy, had failed before them. A 
successful war with an army returning from 
victory may bea valuable means of main-— 
taining authority, but an unsuccessful war 
with continued demands both in money and 
service on a discontented people is a very 


different thing; and it is this that Russia 
has had to face. It may be that the Russian 
Government was not as well informed of 
the true state of things in the country as 
has been assumed. A aystem of muzzling 
the Press may prevent unpleasant comment 
upon the acts of an autocratic Government, 
but it bas also the effect of preventing the 
authorities from knowing what is really 
going on. Had the Russian Government 
heen fully aware of the state of feeling in 
the country it is quite possible that the war 
with Japan would not have b en entered 
upon—tempting though such a course might 
appear to be to those in favour of an 
aggressive policy.

The N.-C. Da ly News of April 20 reports : 
The official sod-cultting ceremony in connec- 
tion with the Shanghai-Nanking railway line, 
which should have taken place last June but 
was posten' d heemse of the illness of H.E. 
Sheng Kungpao, tock place yesterday morning. 

At ll am. 8 comp ny of abouf seventy to 
eighty persons assembled at the Shanghai 
Station where a guard of honour of the newly- 
enrolled members of the railway police, a force 
which has been formed by Mr. Shen Tun-ho, 
was drawn up on the platform. ‘The guard 
presented a very smart appearance. The 
company proceeded by special train down the 
railway in the Soochow direction to a spot on 
the side of the new railways where a matshed had 
heen erected. Those present 
Excellency Sheng Kung-pao, Director-General 
of the. Imperial Chinese Railways, Lord Li, 
Assistant Director-General, Messrs H. BE. RB 
Hunter, Mauager Hongkong and Shanghai 
Isank, H. Nesvick, Special Representative of 
the British and Chinese Corporation, Limited, 
Weng Chen-sun, Chief Cashier of the shang- 
hai-Nankiug Railway, Hsu Siao-chung, Assist- 
ant Director of the Land Purchasing Office. 
and the Pacshan magistrate. The Board of 
Comiissioners of the Shanghai-Nankiog Rail- 
way was represented by Messrs. David Landalo 
(Chairman), A H. Collinson, M. [nst. C. E., 
(fngrineer-in-chief) Chen Oi-ting. Shen ‘Tun-ho, 
and kK. Morriss (Seeretary.) There were also 
present Messrs E. J. Dunstan, Locomotive 
Superintendent W. G. Eves.

OOCHOW NATIVE CUSTOMS.

Customs Commissioner E. B. Drew at Foo- 
chow reported to his Chief as follows, on 3lst 
May 1904 :— 

On the 13th April. 1903, I handed to you the 

Native Customs statistics of trade for the 28th 
year of Kuang Hsu. I have now the honour 
to furnish similar statistics forthe 29th year. 
of Kuang Hsu—corresponding pre'ty nearly 
j to 1903.—'These statistios are given in nine 
sections, or chapters, as follows :~Imports 
and exports at the Chief Custem House, at 
Shui-t‘ing, at Chou-t‘ou, at Hein-chiang, at 
Min an, at Kuan-t‘ou, at Wu-luog-chiang and 
at Tung-t‘ai. Section IX.—Total Value of 
Gcods import. d and exported at all Stations. 

In each section the Imports and Exports are 
shown separately ; and the quantity and value 
of each article are given. 

The situation, eto., at the different collect- 
ing stations are as follows :— 

Chief Office —On island, near the Hsin Kuan. 
Most of its collection is derived from the coats 
and inter-provincial trade—not the minor local 
riverine trade. 

Shui-t‘ing—A department of the Chief 

’ Office.- 

Chou-t‘on.—On the north side of River Min, 
opposite the Chi-f Office. Collects on the local 
trade between the Chinese city and the sur- 
rounding country reached by river. 

Hsin-chiang.—Similar in situation, etc. to 
Chon-t’on. 

Min-an (or Min-ngan).—In the narrow pass 
ti rough which the Min flows, a few miles 
below ‘Pagoda Anchorage. All trade between 

' the Min Valley and the outside world, far or 
near, passes Min-an. But few geods are lend- 
ed there. 
Kuan-t‘ou.—A_ busy little town on the north, 
| or left, bank of the Min, some 10 miles below 
the Miin-an Pass and station of that name. It 
ig situated just within the Kimpai Pass, and 


affords a favourable and convenient 

for all junke—whether those engaged in| 
local distribution traffic about the coast near 
the mouth of the Min or the larger sea-going 
vessels, Itis merely a distributing centre. 

‘Wu-lung-chiang.— Situated about 5 mailes 
above Pagoda Anchorage, commanding the local 
traffic into and out from the Yung-foo ‘and 
other small river valleys—rural districte— 
south of the Min (ie., “back of ” the island 
of Nan-t'si). | 

Tung-t‘ai.—Situated near the seacoast at the 

mouth of the river whose banks and branch 
-yalleys constitute Lien-kiang-hsien. The 
Tung-t'ai station controls all the trade going 
into the busy town of Lien-kiang and its de- 
pendencies, and the Export trade out of that 
place. Lien-kiang has 6 considerable trade by 
small craft to and from Foochow. Its ‘river 
enters the sea, say, 10 miles north of the Miz, 
and here is the Tung t‘ai station. 

‘The value of all the trade—taking local and 
distant together—which has come within the 
cognizance of the Min Hai Ch'ang Knan 
(stations included) during the 29th Kuang Hsu 
is shown by Section IX of these Returns. to be 
somewhat over Hk. Tis. 14,000,000. 

It is interesting to get at the value of the 
trade with other parts of China, more or less 
distant, as distinguished from the merely river- 
ine trade. Jhe fellowing calculation anables

Rev. C. Gordon-Vaudin, RB. N., Rev. G. Searle,

which Mr. Stewart is a passenger. 

After an opening prayer, the Bev. J. H. 
Fra‘cs,| before caling upon His Excellency 
to perform the opening ceremony, said that 
his thoughts went back some two Years, 
to a time when they were compelled to 
close an institution which had been doing very 
good work on this side of the harbour for some 
years. Wery reluctantly they decided to close 
that institution known asthe “ Star" Coffee 
House, and from that time the Committee had 
set themselves to work if possible to provide s 
place of their own, and obtain a site for same 
on some ‘suitable si:aaticn. Hongkong was in 
need of! such au institution to meet the 
wants of sailors— especially of His Majesty's

service when on shore on 48 honrs leave, 
Moved by the faot that-beds wera really very 
limited, and existing institutions were not able 
to meet the needs of the man when ashore, the 
committee were led to approach His Excallency 
to ask if by any posible means they . might 
obtain on favourable terms a grant: of Govern- 
meat land. His Hrovllency lent his aid 
in s most cordial and sympathetic spirit, 
and did what was possible to forward 
the project, but unexpected difficulties arose, 
and the site they had hoped to obtain was not 
at present available, Acting again on Lis 
Excellency's suggestion, they endeavoured to 
rent a house or houses for the purpose of carry- 


ing on this work. They were led to apply toi 


the Hongkong Land Investment Company, and 
obtained the present houses on a three years’ 
Igase, at a moderate rental, and with power to 
alter and adapt to meet the needs of the work. 
The premises at present were a mere shell 
and there was a good deal of furniture ‘to 
arrive. When this arrived and was put into 
position the institute would be in every reapect 
such as a sailor ashore for the night would 
find very comfortable. They hoped later to 
have a better supply of literature, and a good 
billiard table. eals would be supplied 
as nearly as possible at cost prics ‘so 
as not to make a too heavy demand on the 
pockets of those who made use of the place, 
They would endeavour as far as possible to 
cater for the spiritual, moral and ma‘erial 
needs of man, who was a many-sided animal 
and needed something more than tracts 
something morethan thespiritual side of nature. 
They wanted to catch him on every side if pos- 
sible. He hoped they would be able to form 
nobler aspirations and advance those who fre- 
quented the institute a little nearer the 
realisation of perfect manhood. If such were 
realised they would have reason to think that 
the institute did not exist in vain. Before 
sitting down he wished to express his deep sense 
of gratitude personally to His Excellency for 
the very kindly interest he had taken in the 
work which he had greatly helped forward. 
(Applause). 

His EXCELLENCY, who on rising was loudly 


cheered, said:—Ladies and Gentlemen, I am. 


grateful to the Rev. Mr. France for giving me 
the opportunity of being here this afternoon. 
His invitation to me, and also the remarks 
which he has made, refer to the sympathy 
I have shown towards the Seamen's 
Mission. I am sorry it is not practicable 
to put that sympathy into the form 
of government assistance to replace the old 
‘Star ” Coffee house which, as we bare been 
told, closed two years ago for want of funds; 
but the government is always very carefal when 
asked to give to one section of the community. 
the funds or property which it holds in 
trust for the community at large. 
. However, a site shall be reserved, and lent 
to the Mission on favourable terms. 
have been thinking over a scheme which I will 
‘discuss with the gentlemen managing the 
affairs of the inst.tulion, and it may then be 
possible to provide a permanent home at an 
earlier date. Meantime I am glad. as you 
all are, that it has been found possible 
to open temporary premises for the 
benefit .of seamen ashore. Seamen ashore 
are & special class, because they are mainly 
ashore for the purposes of recreation. Their 
work is done at sea where we do not see them. 
It is not then to be wondered at that some 
unpleasant forms of recreation—having regard 
to a great seaport like this—such as cases of 
insobriety and frequenting low houses. 
should come before our eyes in Hongkong, 
which tend to lower the prestige of the 
white man before the Chinese, and depreciate 
sailors’ respect, which as a class they deserve 
from all tLose who appreciate what the sailors 
have done for our country, aud have at hea:t 
the maintenance, good order, and good name 
of the colony. And this house hag been started 
to provide decent accommodation for the 
sailor at night and reasonable recreation for 
him during the day, and the kindly and 
sympathetic influence and assistance of the 
Chaplains of the Mission. It is with great 
pleasure, therefore, that I declare the house 
to ba now opened eppm us):

NEW CHURCH AT SHEK-«Er 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE “DAILY PRESS.” 


Ste,—The May le:fiet of the Hongkong 
C. M. A. records the consecration by the 
Bishop of Victoria of a new native ehurch at 
Shek-kei, Heung-Shan. The writer of the 

| report really ought to consider the righteousness 
j or otherwise of trifling with Truth, oven in 
jest. He says “The rain worn out, perhaps, by 
its recent exertions, ceased to descend.” Not 
much exception ‘can be taken to that, except that 
it is dificult to see how raio that was “worn out 
by its exertions” could be in a position to “ cease 
to descend.” When the missionary writer 
assures us thal “the fog, at last taking com- 
passion on the sea-faring man, lifted,’ I fear he 
cannot be so sincere as his cloth demands, 
Shakespeare likened mercy to dew, but this 
gentleman positively attributes com passion to a 
fog. The Bishop had invited six missionaries 
to accompany bim, and I fear they failed to 
realize their opportunities. It is written :-— 
“ We breakfasted on deck from unlimited sup- 
plies at eight o'clock, and after Mornin g Prayer 
lad been said by the Bishop, were free to devote 
our energies to admiring the scenery.” Life is 
so short, and duty so big, that lam afraid I 
must regard that as a confession of wasted time 
Was there not the crew to plead with, in season 
and out of season ? Approaching Shek-kei, the 
reverend raconteur notes that “the pagoda 
towers well up on a high hill at the ,back of 
Shek-kei, and if its influence is effective in the 
same ratio as a lightning conductor, a very 
large tract: of country must rejoice in secure 
protection!’ This excellent satire shows a 
retarn to the praise worthy energy in a good 
cause which I think we all expect of our 
missionaries; but I am not altogether pleased 
yet. I fear the possible effects of ratiooination. 
Is there not a danger that the dignity of 
our own venerated spires may be thus exposed 
to attack in return? We cannot be too care. 
ful. The 1ew church “isa fairly substantial 
looking building (the pride of the Shek-kej | 
Christians), two stories high, high enough, it is | 
said, to injure the ‘fung-shui’ of some neigh. : 
pouring Louse. On the ground floor is a preach- 
ing hall for heathen congregations, a school- 
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room, aud several small. rcoms te accommodate 
teachers.”

THE LATE RUSSIAN MINISTER 
AT PEKING. 

With regard to the death of M. Paul Lescar, 
the Russian Mivister at Peking, the N.-C 
Daily News remarks: A serious invalid for 
years, it seemed that only his devotion to’ duty 
kept him alive, and he was young as diploma- 
tists go, being only in his 54th year. An 
engineer, by profession, whose work had lain 
mainly in Central Asa, he came into prominence 
first at the time of the Penjdeh affairs, 
his knowledge of the locality making him 
a most valuable assistant to the Russiao 
Ambassador in London He was appointed

DEATH OF DR. EDKINS. 


Widespread regret will be felt ut the news of 
the death of the Ter. Dr. J. Edkins, which sad 
erent took place on April 23rd at Shanghai. 
He was taken ill about April 16th with 

neumonia. By his death China loses one of 
its best known mis-ionaries and sinologues. 
The N.C, Davy News comments : 

Dr. Edkins was born nearly t= years ago 
near . troud, in Glouc: ste sbire. He took his 
degree at the London University in 1843, aud 
arrived in Shanghai in conn ction with the 
London Missiouary Society in 1848. He was 
welcomed to Chiva by Dr. Medhurst (the father 
of Sir Walter Medburst) who was the first 
Protestant Missionary iu Central China. 

In 1861 Dr. Edkins pushed north fiom 
Shanghaicafter the cessation of hostilities in 
connection with the Taiping rebellion, and first 
at Chefoo for a short time, then at Tientsin, 
and finally at Peking, he la! oured energetically 
and successfully, earning the respect and love 
of his colleagues as well as of others who were 
privileged to know him. 

About the year 1880 he accepted an important 
position in the Government department of the 
Chinese Imperial Customs. He, however, kept 
up hig convection with tle London Missionsry 
Society, and the last two or three years had 
charge of the service every Sunday aflernoom 
in the London Miesion Chapel in Shanghai. 

Dr. Edk ns was married three times, his third 
wife surviving to mourn lis loss. 

Dr. Edkins has left behind him reputation 
for profound scholarship and persevering in- 
dustry, of which the many able works from his

Th-y have built the roadx, mada a 
bund and supplied the police and lighting for 
the roads. This was done uud-r an arranyze- 
ment with the German Governm:nt, ‘lhese 

blic duties will be carried oul by the 

unicipality, as soon as the resolutions for 
forming same, which were adopted at this 
meeting, have been approved and g:nctioned by 
the German Keichstag. The Municipility is 
to be run on similar line: to othe-s in China 
There are to be five members of the Council ; 
the chairman and thres mombers mus‘ be 
Germin. Chiu:se will not be allowed to vote 
or be qualified for election on the council but 
other nationalities will be eligible. Mr. 
Woelcken proposed that the land iu the German 
extension stiould not be sod to a big home 
company, but that it should be left for th« 
community or private individnals to buy the 
land; he thought it would be in their interest 
to do so. This motion was carried. 

The resolu'ions have already been despatched 
home to Germany for confirmation. 


THE CHINESE METTLE.

taken. Jt is impossible to shut our eyes to the 
fact that there is still ubroad a feeling of 
hos'ility te the foreizner, and itis to b+ feared 
that it is fostered rather than repr-ssed by 
the officials and gentry. The mandarins are 
generally careful to show their opposition in a 
more subtle way than by actual violence, but it 
is there all the same. We have not forgotten 
incidents which have occurred in conection 
with the building of the proposed road o the 
Hills, and the attempt to cut off the beef supply 
of the Settlement is fresh in everyones memory. 
When we read of Viceroys who drink the blood 
of their victims and sanc‘ion the barbarities 
which have been lately described by our Kueilin 
correspondent, it ix not surprising that the 
commoner people should show their lack of the 
restraints of modern civilication——N.-C. Daily 
News.

It 
can be said without hesitation that in the really 
pretty and interesting narr.tive of the course 
of y-uns (Ch-nese. love, tha author has 
managed t) iutroduce a great mass of really 
faitrful description of tha hibits and cus:oms 
of the people amougst whom he has spent many 
years. It should be noted. moreover. that Mr. 


Reidy claims that, his characters really ex:sted. 
and he honestly believes that his pictures of 


Chinese life and society are neither ex igprerated 
nor minimized. The “atmosphere” of the book 
is convincingly Chinese, although the Reviewer 
still thinks that the heroin was too good to be 


true. Her conduct, in ' hiness eyex, must 


appear blameworthy, sweet and intelligeat 
as she seems to the foreign rewler. It 
would be difficult to present a _ better 


picture of Chiness “legal” procedure; and 
the little account of the magistrat-s ia con- 
gultation is particularly neat. Ths r asons for 
@ particular judgment were eminen'ly resson- 
able, Orientally regarded. The Chinese middle- 
man is also a chirac:er we'l hit off. <A capital 
feature of the boox is to be found in its illustra. 
tions. pictures drawn to order by a Chinese 
artist Tho e who have hid ~ goose-flesh “ at 


seeing foreign attempts to illustrate Chiuese or 
Japanese |oa s wi'l know how to appreciate 
these charming drawings. The book is neatly 
and strongly packed in ble cloth.

Mr. Hall has dono better work than this, and 
he might have been better advised to leave the 
compiling of a mere guide book to rome smaller 
man.

littériteur. Typographically, it conf+rs upon 
him uum-rited disgrace. Apparently the 
China Baptist Publishe s did not trouble to 
obtain any author's corrections. for at the 
end there are thres pages of errata, containing 
161 record+d mistakes, and there are errata 
even inthe list of errata. Add to that the most 
severe censure ov account of the hideou-ly 
unsuitable type usd for cross-headings, and 
it will be gathered that the Reviewer had little 
pleasure in the performance of h’s i-nme liate 
task. Au apparently exhaustive inlex may 
make the book useful to visitors who w int to see 
all thera is tos-e at Macao. It is a matter of 
taste, peraps, but the Reviewer cannot imaging 
anybody bein pleased with Macao scenery after 
seeing Hunghoas Stone piles like Cromwellian 
castles ars c+pable of picturesqueness in decay 
but the historical stuccoes and adob3s of Macao 
have a second-hand air about them that goes 
well with the grims and sordidness of the 
Chinese house. It might bs “the gem” in 
Camoen's time, butitseems to bea gem needing 
some polishing and re-setting now. ‘The book 
is “marked down” from $2 to $1.50. In its 
present form, people will pay §2 for it just as 
readily as they will the smaller sum.

‘A HUMANE (?) DECREE. 


Thei N.-C. Daily News translates an April 
Decreé of the Chinese Throns as follows :— 

We; received the report of Wu Ting-fang 
and shén Chia-pén with regard to the revi-ion 
of the;laws of the Empire to meet the ire- 
ments of the presentage. Asa aration of fast 
death:by decspitation was the severest punish- 
ment: permitted in the laws of the Imperial 
dynasty (before the conquest of China), but 
whenlour ancestors entered this country the old 
laws of the preceding Miog dynasty were 
emboiisd into our own. in consequence of which 
such extreme -entenc-s as death by Lingch‘ih 
(slicing process) and the like was allowed in 
order, to serve aga warning to the wicked and 
reckless. This sort of punishment is not a 
merciful one and is coutrary to our desire in the 
dispensation of justice and meroy. In view of 
this, therefore, since our Ministers are engaged 
io the work of revising our laws we hereby 
comman | that only the sentence of decapitation 
shall.be put ou criminals guilty of the death 

enalty, and further command that from hence- 
forth thy sentences of Lingch‘ih, exposure of 
the he:d after decapitation, and beheading the 
corpse of a malefactor, under sentence of deca- 
pitation when alive, shall be abolished for ever. 
As for those criminals who, under the old laws, 
are now awaiting death sither by Liagch'th or 
have been sentence! tv decapitation with expo- 
gure ‘of the head afterwards let them merely be 
summarily beheaded. Those who have been 
sentenced to summary decapitation shall have it 
changed to sammary strangulation, while 
crimtals condemuel to summary strangulation 
are to wait until the grand autumn assizes for 
final hearing. Persons under sentence of 
decapitation after the assizes shall be strangled 
after: the grand autumn assizes, that is to say 
each sentence already given is according to this 
decree to be commuted one degree. <A person, 
moreover, who has been fvund upon trial to be 
an accessory before the fact is to be punished, 
bat anyone not under this category is to be 
rel .  Furtuermore the punishment of 
branding a criminal and such like is also to be 
abolistied. The memorialists are also commanded 
to work diligently and carefally in the duty

The Yokohama Prices Current and Market 
Eeport, published by the Yokohama Foreign 
Board of Trade, snd dated Yokohama, April 
15th, 1905, has the following :— 

IMPORTS. 

Yarn.—A few small lots of “gassed” Yarn 
were booked a fortnight ago; since then nothing 
has been done. Shirtings—Some contracts were 
booked for future delivery both in Grey and White- 
‘he woarket closes dull, and buyers appear to 
have filled their requirements for some time to 


come. Fancy Cottons and Woollens.— Cotton 
Goods: no change since last Report. Wocllens 


and Mixtures: no change in the market here. At 
home prices are fully maintained. Metals —A 
fair business has been transacted in Bars, but the 
market generally is quiet. Kerosene.—Market 
atronger, with upward tendency. Sugar.—No 
business has been put through in imported Sugars, 
and the 1-arket continues to be anything but 
active. Contracted stocks are reported to have 


been considerably reduced, but the present poor [ 


consumption is apparently in the way of fresh 
transactions, The rumour that the Government 
intends shortly to inaugurate a Sugar Monopoly 
is again circulated, but this is not yt confirmed. 
Indigo.—Nothing doing. 

EXPORTS. 

Raw Silk.—Holders having been free sellers at 
slightly lower prices, business during the past 
fortnight has been rather more active, but prices 
remain in favour of buyers. Arrivals of spring- 
reeled Filatures have remained, so far, below 
expectations, a certain quantity of cocoons still 
available being reported to be reeled for home 
consumption. 

Waste Silk and Cocoons.—Market very quiet. 
Settlements 720 piculs, viz:—Noshi, 120 piculs: 
Kibigo, 600 piculs; Sundries, piculs; Pierced 
Cocoons, piculs, Present stock is estimated at 
4,980 piculs, viz:—Noshi, 1,500 piculs ; Kibiso, 
8,000 piculs; Sundries, 230 piculs ; Pierced Co- 
coons, 250 piculs. 

Tea.—With the exception of one or two very 
small parcels of forced leaf, only amounting to a 
pound or two each, no new ‘Tea has yet been 
shown. The unusually cold spring will probably 
delay the opening of the market for a week or ten 
days beyond the date corresponding with last 
year’s opening. Total settlements from May Ist 
to April léth amount to 178,800 piculs. against 
194,600 piculs at the corresponding date last year. 

GENERAL EXPORTS. 

Copper—No change. Fish Oil—The result of 
the catch, still going on, has been very satisfac- 
tory so far; but, neverthless, sellers are quoting 
above yen 5 per picul, whilst there are scarcely 
any buyers at present.

PIECE GOODS. 

Messrs. Noel, Murray & Co., in their Report on 
the Shanghai Piece Goods Trade, dated Shanghai, 
28th April, 1905, state:—The remarks we had 
occasion to make a week or two ago on the recent 
action of the British Government with regard to 
certain vital changes that were being made 
i through the apparent ignorance of the Home 

Authorities, anent the state of affairs out here, 
have received confirmation as astounding as un- 
expected, from an utt-rance made by a high 
Government Official in the British House of 
*Commons. The statement that “no information 
has reached the Government as to “China having 
ignored the-terms of the Mackay lreaty ” shows 
precisely how complaints and recommendations 
alike are pigeon-holed in the Foreign Office in 
Downing Street, and will, it is hoped, raise such a 
storm of righteous indignation that there shall be 
no possible chance of such a thing occurring again,

It is hardly credible that some of the Members of 
the ogee of Commons, who have important com- 
mercial interests in this country, -should have 
allowed such a statement, to pass unchallenged. 
It was felt at the time Sir Jamea Mackay was 
appointed as the Treaty Commissioner a great 
mistake has been made in not entrusting the task 
to some one better acquainted with Chins and its 
people. Too much was taken for granted, and 
therelin no question ubout it the British Govern- 
mentibas been completely hoodwinked, Although 
nearly five years have passed since the Protocol 
was aiviied, not a tingle important clause in it has 
been o rried out. Foreigners have had meekly 
to submit to extra on their trade—and not only 
that, but on everything they use now that ia im- 
ported, and thé Likin Taxes, which were to have 
been -abolished in consideration of this direct 
taxation, are now more irksome than ever, even 
going: to the length of practically interdicting the 
necessary supplies of fresh provisions from the 
country. ‘The interval since our last has been 
taken up almost entirely with the Easter Holidays 
and business which was nearly at a standstill be- 
fore has not been resumed yet. There is no political 
news, nor any information concerning the move- 
ments of the armies in the North, or of the fleeta 
in the South, so a state of anxious suspense ia 
over the market at the moment, and though 
buyers are willing enough to take anything offer- 
ing at- reasonable prices from stock, they ure chary 
about entering into new business for distant de- 
livery. Clearances during the last two days have 
somewhat made up for the stoppage during the 
holidays, but stocka in some lines are rapidly 
accumulating. News from the Outp orts show no 
change to speak of since last week. The home 
markets have also been affected by the holidays, 
and nothing of any moment has taken place. 
Latest quotations from Manchester make prices 
for forward business stronger than ever, so that 
it seems manufacturers are determined to be on 
the safe side in case of any future rise in Cotton. 
Meanwhile the latest quotations for the staples 
in Liverpool are 4.13d. for Mid. American and 
613d. for Egyptian. The New York market is 
even higher than Manchester and nianufacturers 
are urging the necessity of booking orders as 
once, even for delivery well into next year. 
There has been leas interruption in the yard 
trade, though the business done is not large, but 
prices are steady to firm. Raw Cotton likewise 
shows no change in quotations, but the market in 
weaker if anything. 

Piece Goods—From first hands scarcely any- 
thing has been done privately—the most important 
transactions mentioned being in new chops of 
White Shirtings at about Tls. 4.50, but for anything 
over that price there is no enquiry. A fair num- 
ber of re-sales of American Sheetings have been 
made amongst the natives, and there isa little more 
enquiry for Drills; but prices offered, although 
slightly higher, are intrinsically much lower than 
Sheetings. The Auction to-day dragged consider- 
ably, and the prospect is not very favourable for 
the sales to-morrow.
